Automatic Landing System

UCTI has been written in recent 

months concerning the personal 
equation during flight and the influence 
of this equation on accident rates. The 
newer developments in modern aircraft, 
to insure high performance, have re 
quired an increasing number of coc kpit 
devices, all of which demand the atten 
tion of the pilot at some time or other 
during any given flight. 

Pilots have felt and expressed the need 
for simplification of the various controls 
that must be manipulated ind have ex- 
pressed the need for this simplification in 
no uncertain terms. This simplification 
means that many of the functions now 
performed by the pilot in flight control 
and navigation must be done automati 
eally. The landing of aircraft is no ex 
ception to this general trend. With this 
in mind, the personnel of the Materiel 
Division over two years ago began active

Communications’ Skill 


Kmphasizing the importance being 
placed on communications in the Armed 
Services today, Secretary of the Navy 
Swanson on Sept. 2 announced the names 
of the naval vessels with the highest or 
second highest score in their respective 
classes in the communication competition 
during the past year. 

Individual letters of commendation are 
being sent to the officers who commanded 
these ships during the competition year, 
Other letters are addressed to the com- 
manding officers of the ships who are 
authorized to place copies of them in the 
records of junior oflicers considered to 
have been responsible for the scores at- 
tained, 

In the destroyer and submarine classes 
of the United States Fleet, the officers 
who commanded the ships attaining the 
third highest score are being awarded 
letters of commendation. 

The ships which stood first in their 
classes are granted the privilege of dis- 
playing a white OC on their bridges to de- 
note their high seore in communication 
efliciency. Ships in second place are au- 
thorized to paint a red C on their bridges. 

Enlisted men designated by their com- 
manding officers as having contributed 
materially to the ships communication 
efliciency will be supplied with white 
cloth H's to be worn on their uniforms. 
The men of the communication depart- 
ment of the ships will receive prize money.

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Sino-Japanese Conflict to be Lengthy, Newspaper Editors Believe 


Almost completely dominating the international news front, and relegating 
the Spanish civil war to the inner pages of the daily papers of the country, the 
Sino-Japanese “war” is the subject of intensive editorial study and comment, The 
United States is vitally interested in every phase of the situation, and the editors 
of American papers are endeavouring to bring pertinent factors to the attention of 


the public, 


“It is evident that China will not purchase peace at any price,” says the Reno, 
Nevada, Garette, “Ter answer has been to rush more troops into the territory 
Japan wants her to evacuate and to drive more determinedly than ever toward 
the Japanese bases. China is of course under terrific handicap, and to overcome that, 
if it can be done, it is necessary to strike determinedly.” 

“China has men, and it has a new morale. These will be important factors in 
any prolonged struggle, for if the war is extended for any length of time, China's 
tremendous advantage in manpower may begin to tell, if, indeed the government of 
one or the other does not collapse and bring an early peace. Japan sorely lacks 
materials and wealth for a long drawn out war, and her peace party at home is 
overlooking no opportunity to curb the militarists,”

vovernments controlled by the Japanese as she did in Manchuria.” 


The Nashville, Tenn., Banner calls attention to Japan's straitened finances, 
saylig, “Reports state that the Japanese cabinet has been shocked by and surprised 
at the vigor attending China's defense. but there is an explanation for that too. 
Japanese agressions have so stirred Chinese sentiment that the government there 
must resist and resist vigorously or face the possibilities of revolution at home. 

“Accumulating war expenses and increased taxes on the contrary in Japan, 
may cause violent repercussions there, may in fact upset the government and lead 
to a military dictatorship. 

“Japan's finances will not stand more than a three months’ war because the 
governments only real and tangible funds consist of the equivalent of about $400,- 
000,000 in gold. It must rely on the capacity and willingness of the people to pay 
more taxes and the banks and the men of wealth to buy more government bonds. 

“Already, foreign firms, including some American, are said to have experienced 
some difficulty in sending money out of the country.”

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Automatic Landing System 
(Continued from First Page) 
prosecution of development work to sim- 
plify the procedure of instrument landing 

by making it automatic. 

For over a year Air Corps test air- 
planes have been flown automatically 
over distances that have indicated the 
thorough reliability of the devices em- 
ployed. This was one step in the per- 
fection of automatic landing. The fea- 
tures therefore that are built into the 
automatic landing system are not only 
useful for the landing but are used 
throughout the entire flight of the air- 
plane across the radio navigational aids 
with which the United States is provided. 
Test airplanes from Wright Field have 
been flown sutompatigally from Wright 
Field as far as nd return under 
automatic control. Several flights have 
also been made from Wright Field via 
Buffalo, New York, to Newark, New Jer- 
sey and from there via Langley Field, 
Virginia, to Wright Field, Dayton, Ohio. 
Obviously the automatic landing involves 
other factors besides control of direction. 
These factors are control of altitude, en- 
gine control, glide control and further 
engine control after landing. 

With the provision of the Air Corps 
automatic landing system in an airplane 
and with the installation of the new “Z” 
type radio range beacons, the airplane 
may be flown automatically from station 
to station, from East to West Coast. If 
we imagine a group of the future “Z” type 
radio ranges placed in a line joining the 
runway of the landing field and ex.end- 
ing to a point five miles therefrom, some 
idea will be gained of the essential fea- 
tures of the Air Corps automatic landing 
system. 

On Monday, August 23, 1937, after over 
two years of intensive research and de- 
sign with respect to automatic control 
features and automatic flight procedure, 
two entirely automatic landings were 
made in the period of an hour under ad- 
verse air and wind conditions by Capt. 
Carl J. Crane, Director of the Instrument 
and Navigation Laboratory and Capt. 
George V. Holloman, Assistant Director 
of the Laboratory and Mr. Raymond K. 
Stout, project engineer in automatic land- 
ing. Since that time additional landings 
have been made in which disinterested 
personnel have been carried as observers 
on the flights in order to check the various 
factors entering into the fully automatic 
landings performed. 

In the execution of an automatic land- 
ing, using the Air Corps system, it is 
necessary for the pilot of the airplane to 
bring the airplane to a definite altitude, 
determined by the sensitive altimeter, and 
to place the airplane within the range of 
radio reception of the ground radio fa- 
cilities. It is, of course, desirable to place 
the airplane generally in the direction in 
which it is expected to land, but this is 
not necessary as was determined in the 
flight in which the airplane was actually 
placed in a position which headed it 180° 
away from the direction of final landing. 
When the pilot has placed the airplane 
at a selected altitude in the vicinity (20 
miles or less) of the landing field, the 
master landing switch is closed and the 
airplane proceeds through the following 
routine in accomplishing the automatic 
landing: 

a. The selected altitude is automatically 
maintained and the airplane’s heading is 
changed so that it flies in the direction of 
the radio guiding station most remotely 
located from the landing runway. 

b. The altitude control maintains the 
Proper altitude during the initial ap- 
proach as just noted. The directional re- 
lay, which interlocks the radio compass 
and the gyro pilot and which therefore 
causes the change in heading of the air- 
Plane. 

Adjacent to this relay is the radio com- 
pass, the frequency of which is automati- 
cally set by the interaction of the marker 

acon receptor working in conjunction 
with the frequency selector. The pilot 
of the airplane is informed as to the cor- 
rectness of automatic settings by observ- 
ing the frequency selector indicator. 


Through the automatic and cooperative 
action of these devices, the airplane heads 
to the compass guiding station farthest 
from the Field. Upon reaching that sta- 
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tion the frequency is automatically 
changed to Station No. 3 where it is again 
automatically changed to the frequency 
of Station No. 2 where the frequency is 
again automatically changed to that of 
Station No. 1 while at the same time the 
engine throttle is automatically operated 
by the throttle engine. The throttle en- 
gine is interconnected with the altitude 
control in such a manner that should the 
airplane reach its minimum altitude prior 
to reaching radio Station No. 1 the throt- 
tle engine will be so actuated to control 
the airplane in such a manner that it will 
maintain accurately the minimum alti- 
tude required for the operation of the 
automatic landing system. After passing 

Station No. 1 the throttle engine is so 
actuated that the airplane maintains a 
selected glide angle and rate of descent 
until ground contact is made. When 
ground contact is made, the throttle en- 
gine is further actuated by the landing 
gear switches, which in turn causes the 
engine to be idled and proper brake ap- 
plication made. 

At the present writing, the automatic 
landing system has been flown so that all 
of the landings made to date have been 
made under cross wind conditions vary- 
ing in intensity as high as eleven miles 
per hour. In at least 50% of the auto- 
matic landings made, the air conditions 
have been moderately rough. 

The Sperry Gyro Pilot has been used 
throughout as the automatic flight con- 
trol feature of the airplane. Certain addi- 
tions to the Sperry Pilot have been re- 
quired in order to provide for the auto- 
matic control of direction. 

The series of tests conducted through 
the last two years have brought many 
humorous incidents not the least of which 
have been such terms as “nervous shoe 
laces” and “jittery hands” which have 
always been evident to the observer 
watching the pilot keep “hands off” dur- 
ing the automatic landings. 

The automatic landing system was de- 
signed by Capt. Carl J. Crane, Director of 
the Instrument and Navigation Labo- 
ratory at Wright Field and working with 
him, Capt. George V. Holloman has con- 
ducted practically all of the flight tests 
which have brought to a successful con- 
clusion the automatic landing system. 

The various units of automatic control 
were designed by the above noted officers, 
Mr. Raymond K. Stout, project engineer 
and Mr. C. D. Barbulesco of the Signal 
Corps Aircraft Radio Laboratory, which 
laboratory assisted materially in the de- 
sign and construction of various units 
entering into the automatic landing sys- 
tem.

Sino-Japanese Supply Problems 

Constantly in the forefront of the 
minds of the leaders in the unofficial war 
in the Far East is their supply problems. 
To the Chinese the problem is both a 
financial one and a very much compli- 
cated military one. Providing she can 
secure the funds with which to buy her 
munitions there remains the conglomo- 
rate variety of weapons, secured from 
many sources, to supply with as many 
types of ammunition. 

To the Japanese the immediate prob- 
lem is the establisment of bases and pro- 
tection of supply lines to troops away 
from the homeland. Her ultimate prob- 
lem will be that of sustaining and fin- 
ancing a nation at war with little re- 
sources of her own. Many believe that 
the matter of when this latter problem 
will become acute will determine the 
length of the war, provided the conflict 
continues to be confined to the two na- 
tions. 

One saving factor in the Nipponese 
ease is the type of food that forms the 
staples of both the army and the civilian 
population. Fish, soy beans and rice are 
the mainstays of Japanese existence. 

When the present conflict in the Orient 
started, the Japanese were prepared, 
quite evidently, to sustain an adequate 
force for the length of time that the 
General Staff had determined would be 
needed to accomplish the evacuation of 
the Chinese from the key positions in 
the North. 

Japan has developed “flying” units of 
motorized troops to strike hard and fast 
at the Chinese lines of communication 
and supply. 

She has developed supply lines that 
ean transport munitions and rations with 
marked efficiency. 

It is estimated that the Japanese sup- 
ply system needs but 20% of the space 
and transportation facilities as would the 
American system to supply comparable 
forces of men. 

This is due for the most part to the 
ease with which rice and soy beans may 
be packed, to the very concentrated nature 
of this type of food and to the little 
danger of spoilage. 

In the Russo-Japanese war military 
observers noted that the Russians, in 
retreating, ran off all the locomotives on 
the railroads, confronting the Japanese 
with the problem of transporting food 
and munitions to their advanced areas. 

At that time, the situation was over- 
come by the utilization of coolies to push 
loaded box cars and by the packing of 
supplies in 100 lb. packages capable of 
transportation by animals and on the 
backs of impressed coolies. 

This situation slowed up operations 
to an extent which permitted the retreat- 
ing Russians to reform and prevent an 
organized pursuit from making a sus- 
tained drive. 

It is believed that much the same con- 
ditions may be brought about today in 
Japan’s operations against China, espe- 
cially if the Japanese expect to make any 
moves toward penetrating into the Five 
Provinces before the Fall freezes. The 
Chinese are evidently determined to fight 
every inch of the way, hoping that the 
Japanese drive will collapse of its own 
weight and from the economic pressure 
at home. Today Japan is endeavoring to 
establish a base of supplies around 
Shanghai, a base from which to operate 
her motorized detachments when the 
ground to the North and around Peiping 
becomes hard enough to support mechan- 
ized units. 

If she can do this, and can organize 
her supply system on as good a basis in 
her expeditionary forces as she has at 
home, she will have overcome one of the 
major obstacles. 

The Japanese have obtained the sup- 
plies necessary for the support of her 
troops in the field, and have concentrated 
their food and munitions at depots in 
Japan. Now the most pressing problem is 
in supplying troops in the field, under 
the most adverse conditions, with these 
materials. 


With regards to munitions, it is be- | 


lieved that the Japanese have a distinct 
advantage in that the troops are for the 
most part equipped with guns using in- 
terchangeable ammunition. 
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Chinese armies live and have lived for 
generations off the territory in which 
they find themselves. It is doubtful 
whether they have an organized supply 
system. 

China’s military machine is a mixture 
of weapons and equipment that would be 
the envy of any collector of military 
curioa. The task of supplying an army 
of this type is a tremendous one. 

The troops are armed with various 
types of rifles, using many types of am- 
munition. Under such conditions the es- 
tablishment of any major supply depots 
within a reasonable distance of the 
theatre of operations would be a gigan- 
tic task. 

If the proposed Japanese blockade is 
successful, and China cannot adequately 
supply her armies with munitions, ex- 
perts expect to see their efforts concen- 
trated toward raiding the Japanese sup- 
ply and ammunition depots and conduc- 
ting general guerilla warfare. 

The Chinese subsist chiefly on rice, 
easily carried and easily prepared. It is 
interesting to note that neither force is 
operating on “war rations,” both being 
fed the same type food, they are accus- 
tomed to subsisting on. 

Both the Japanese and the Chinese sup- 
ply corps are faced with particularly dif- 
ficult problems, How they will cope with 
them will be a subject of intense interest 
as it unfolds during the conflict. 





Disapproves Special Benefits 


President Roosevelt has vetoed a mea- 
sure extending the benefits of the Emer- 
gency Officers Retirement Act to Walter 
Conner, 

His veto message follows: 

“I have withheld my approval of 8. 57, 
Seventy-fifth Congress, ‘An act extending the 
benefits of the Emergency Officers’ Retirement 
Act to Walter Conner,’ which reads as fol- 
lows: 

“‘That the Administrator of Veterans’ 
Affairs be, and he is hereby, authorized and 
directed to extend the benefits of the act of 
May 24, 1928, entitled “An act making eligible 
for retirement, under certain conditions, offi- 
cers and former officers of the Army, Navy, 
and Marine Corps of the United States, other 
than officers of the Regular Army, Navy, or 
Marine Corps, who incurred physical, dis- 
ability in line of duty, while in the service of 
the United States during the World War” 
(U. 8. C., Supp. TIT, title 38, sees. 581, 582) to 
Walter Conner, formerly major, One Hundred 
and Forty-eighth Regiment United States In- 
fantry, National Army, during the World 
War, if such Walter Conner files application 
with the United States Veterans’ Administra- 
tion for the benefits of such act within the 
period of 1 year after the enactment of this 
act. For the purposes of this act the terms of 
Public Law No. 506, Seventieth Congress, are 
hereby reenacted: Provided, That no back pay 
or allowances conferred by this act shall be 
held to have accrued prior to the passage of 
this act.’ 

“Mr. Conner did not file claim for benefits 
under the Emergency Officers’ Retirement Act 
of May 24, 1928, within 12 months after its pas- 
sage as was definitely required by that law. 
There are many other emergency officers who 
likewise failed to file application within the 
prescribed time limit, but it is proposed to 
single this officer out for preferred considera- 
tion to the exclusion of others, No facts or 
circumstances are evident which, in my judg- 
ment, would warrrant this discrimination. 

“Furthermore, other provisions of the bill 
are not clear as to their intent to accord to 
or withhold from Mr. Conner privileges not 
now enjoyed by a large number of emergency 
officers whose cases are equally meritorious, 
and who, notwithstanding timely filing of 
their claims, are not presently on the emer- 
gency officers’ retired roll. 

“The general laws providing relief for vet- 
erans and their dependents are applicable to 
such large numbers of persons that it Is 
especially desirable, not only in the interest 
of good administration but also in the interest 
of justice, that no individual should be 
singled out for preferred consideration over 
and above others of similar merit. I recognize 
the propriety of affording relief in exceptional 
and meritorious cases where the general law, 
because of a technicality, does not cover. How- 
ever, such does not appear to be the case 
here.”

ACTC Branch at Denver 


Arrangements are rapidly going for- 
ward for the establishment at Denver, 
Colo., of a branch of the Air Corps Tech- 
nical School, Chanute Field, lll. Author- 
ity for the branch school was contained 
in the Army Housing Bill signed by the 
President last week. 

Detailed plans are now being made to 
provide for the inauguration of courses 
in armament and photography at this 
school. While courses cannot begin until 
funds are appropriated, plans can now 
take definite shape for the move so that 
when funds become available prompt ac- 
tion may be taken to prepare students of 
the branch school at Denver to fill the 
vacancies now existing for skilled me- 
chanics in the Air Corps tactical units. 

In the near future it is expected that 
the War Department will move a few offi- 
cers and soldiers from other stations to 
this new school at Denver to begin the 
rehabilitation of the existing buildings. 

As soon as adequate facilities have been 
constructed at the new location, the de- 
partments of photography and armament 
including students and instructors now at 
the Air Corps Technic: School at 
Chanute will be transferred to Denver 
and a corresponding increase made in the 
number of instructors and the number of 
students in the other courses remaining 
at Chanute, so that Chanute Field will 
remain at its maximum operating capac- 
ity. 

The establishment of the branch of the 
Air Corps Technical School at Denver 
will not decrease the size of the Technical 
School at Chanute Field, Rantoul, Illi- 
nois. The increase in the number of stu- 
dents in ‘the departments which remain at 
Chanute will enlarge the parent school 
despite establishment of the branch. The 
increasing demand for trained specialists 
in the Army Air Corps makes necessary 
the establishment of the branch school. 
World War military planes could be ade- 
quately maintained by a small crew of 
two or three technicians. Such planes 
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were powered generally with but one en- 
gine, carried not more than two machine 
guns and only five or six instruments. 
Some of the largest modern Army planes 
eall for a greatly increased crew of 
skilled technicians, if such planes are to 
operate effectively.

THE PROSPECT THAT THE PRESIDENT will call Congress to meet in extra 
session in November makes it imperative for the Services to utilize the next two 
months to prepare plans for essential legislation, The complications in Europe arising 
from the international war raging within the boundaries of Spain have become intensi- 
fied by the dangerous incidents and clash of policies and interests accompanying 
Japan’s invasion of China. The American people want peace; every move made by 
the National Administration to that end is in accord with this sentiment. But they 
realize that foreign developments threaten our welfare, and that only if we be strong 
will it be safeguarded and prompt compliance accorded to any demand we might make 
for reparation. With wise appreciation of the menacing possibilities abroad, President 
Roosevelt consistently has built up our Army and Navy. The tragedy in the Far East 
will mean his continuance of this policy. Provision at the next session for additional 
materiel is certain, but of greater importance in our judgment is legislation for the 
improvement of the morale and efficiency of the personnel. The increase in the cost 
of living, including higher taxes, calls for revision of the commissioned and enlisted 
pay schedules. For the Navy and Marine Corps commissioned personnel there should 
be, there must be, promotion reform. The ArMy AND NAvy JOURNAL, as the Services 
know, has been constantly hammering for these necessities, and it will continue to do 
so. In so far as pay is concerned, the War and Navy Departments are on record as 
advocating action, and unquestionably will repeat their recommendations. Now that 
the Navy Department has admitted injustices in its promotion systems, progress can 
be expected in the development of legislation for their elimination. However, in order 
to obtain the laws that will promote morale, there must be an awakened public senti- 
ment. We urge all friends of National Defense to acquaint their Senators and Mem- 
bers with their personal interest in Service needs. Manifestation of popular concern 
will surely result in action, which will be reflected in increased efficiency for the benefit 
of the country. 





THERE IS A MORAL IN THE CHANGED attitude of the British Government 
toward the enlisted personnel of its Army, which Congress, when it meets, should take 
to heart. That Government, forced by the unwillingness of men to enlist recently in- 
creased pay, improved living conditions generally, provided nattier uniforms and 
promised pensions after 21 years’ service. It was expected these measures would make 
Army life attractive for the youth of the United Kingdom, but apparently this is not 
the case since the War Office has announced the raise of the age limit of enlistment 
from 25 to 28 years. Perhaps basic reasons for the indisposition to take the King’s shil- 
ling are the memories of the hardships suffered by the soldiers during the World War 
and the better treatment enjoyed by the American, Canadian and Australian troops, 
and the pacifist sentiment which has prevailed in the United Kingdom as well as the 
United States. However this may be, the British Ministry realizes that in these danger- 
ous times it is essential to have its Army as well as its Navy at full strength, and it 
properly is providing added inducements for recruits. Our government is having no 
trouble at this time in obtaining the quota necessary for our small Army and for the 
Navy and Marine Corps, but the War Department does not lose sight of the fact that 
there are things that require immediate attention in order to keep the enlisted morale 
at the height it desires. Elimination of shacks and construction of modern barracks, 
long an issue which the ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL pressed, are removing dissatisfac- 
tion in the matter of quarters. There is no complaint about food ; indeed, our soldiers 
and sailors have a menu which is the envy of every nation in the world. There is 
some sentiment for a change in the Army uniform, but in khaki the troops do look 
spick and span and for the present it will be retained. It is gross discrimination for 
the Government to pay CCC enrollees $30 per month as against the Service base pay of 
$21, and to make higher provisions for the widows of that organization than for the 
Services. Again there remains on the statute books the ban on the reenlistment allow- 
ance, although practically every other provision of the so-called Economy Act has been 
repealed. To assure contentment pay should be increased, reenlistment allowances 
restored, and retirement, pension and disability allowances, reformed. Perhaps now 
that the British Government has led the way in making better provision for its en- 
listed personnel, Congress will take like action for our own. 


THE PART THE AUTOMOBILE is playing in National Defense is being strongly 
impressed upon the public during the current training season. In four concentration 
points, the Fourth Army has been traveling and sometimes fighting in automotive 
equipment during its field maneuvers. Motor vehicles having been playing their part 
in the First Army’s command post exercises. National Guard units all over the nation 
have been going to and from their annual training camps in motor trucks. Six thou- 
sand of the 12,000 officers and men experimenting with the new divisional organization 
were brought to Ft. Sam Houston from other posts. They traveled by motor vehicle. 
A particularly interesting example was the 51st Signal Battalion which transported 
its 353 enlisted men and 13 officers from Ft. Monmouth, N. J., to Ft. Sam Houston, a 
distance of 1,880 miles, with a safety record of only two broken headlights in 103,000 
truck miles of travel. Good roads and an efficient automotive industry are a strong 
factor in our National Defense.

SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


The Secretaryship of War—The long bruited story that a change in the Secretary- 
ship of War is impending flared forth with renewed vigor this week with some 
newspapers giving first page play to a rumor that Secretary Woodring and Philip- 
pine Commissioner McNutt would exchange posts. Secretary Woodring promptly 
replied with categorical statement: “I have no intention of going to the Philip- 
pines, nor of leaving the War Department.” This strong denial, however, failed 
to calm the presse and stories continued to be printed asserting that if Mr. McNutt 
did not become Secretary of War then Assistant Secretary Johnson would be 
elevated to that post. In the Department the belief is firm that Mr. Woodring, who 
has become so popular in the service, will remain probably for the full four years, 
That he will be retained seems to be the President’s intention, for it is recalled that at 
the last cabinet dinner Mr. Roosevelt announced to his guests that he would appoint 
Mr. Woodring as Secretary of War and that he wanted him to remain as secretary 
for four years. 

Mr. Woodring’s record as Secretary and the personal contacts he has had with 
the service have made him a most admired leader by the entire army. The vigorous 
manner in which he has presented the Army’s case to Congress, his public advocacy 
of preparedness for peace, and his solicitousness for the welfare of service personnel 
and their families give him a position close to the heart of the Army. 











The Far Eastern Situation—Advices regarding the military activities in the Far 
Fast this week indicated some successes on the part of the Japanese against terrific 
resistance by the larger but more poorly equipped Chinese troops. 

In the north there was no material change. The Japanese attack on the Nankow 
pass on August 13, subsequently combined with a north flanking movement cleared 
the Chinese from the Peiping-Suiyuan Railroad through to Kalgan. By August 30 
the Chinese were out of this area and reported retreating to Tatung. Latest advices 
place the Japanese forces in the northern area at about 150,000 and the Chinese at 
about 200,000. However, the Chinese have an additional 200,000 in the area south of 
Peiping and Tientsin and an additional 175,000 in Shantung. 

In the action in the Yangtze theater, started on August 13, 'the Chinese have a 
much stronger force and have concentrated their efforts mainly in an attempt to 
drive the Japanese augmented landing force into the Wangpoo River. The fact that 
for a while the fighting was centered in the congested city of Shanghai hampered 
activities considerably. The fierceness and spirit of the Chinese defense, however, was 
somewhat offset by the inaccuracy of their field artillery firing and aerial bombing. 
On August 23 Japanese reinforcements arrived, by which time the Japanese had 
attained superiority in the air. Working from a base established on an Island off 
the coast north of Shanghai the Japanese Air Force has bombed Chinese landing 
tields and air installations within a radius of approximately 200 miles of Shanghai. 

The Japanese have successfully established a beach head from Lieuho southwest 
along the Yangtze in the direction of Shih Tze Sin. This beach head now appears to 
be the main landing area for the transports from the home Islands and it is from here 
that the Japanese penetrated southward to Lotien. Lotien is now reported in ruins 
while the Japanese assert that they have gone southward and effected a juncture 
with the forces landed earlier in the Yangtzepoo area. The juncture, denied by ‘the 
Chinese, is reported to have taken place in the vicinity of Kiangwan. Such a con- 
solidation, and it is probably true, puts the Japanese in quite an advantageous posi- 
tion ‘to push the opposing forces from Shanghai. ‘The Chinese, however, have been 
offering remarkably strong resistance and have been aided in their defense by the 
nature of the terrain consisting of mud flats traversed by canals. Here, as in the 
north where heavy rains have cut up the land, the Japanese have been unable to 
utilize their motorized fighting units and supply trains. 

In the Shanghai area the Japanese are reported to have 30,000 soldiers and 
12,000 sailors serving as a landing force. A total of 30,000 additional soldiers are 
said to be on transports awaiting landing. On the other hand the Chinese have 100,000 
troops in the immediate area with 200,000 additional available in the general area 
west of Shanghai. 

The Japanese blockade of the Chinese coast from the Yangtze to Swatow, is, it 
is understood, being prosecuted mostly with destroyers and gun boats. It is said ‘that 
one or two vessels stay in close to the harbors while a distant patrol is maintained 
off the Formosa straits and the northern area. While the Japanese have stated 
that the blockade is intended to apply only to Chinese vessels, instances of neutral 
vessels having been stopped and searched have been reported. 

Even an effective enforcement of this blockade could not deprive the Chinese 
of munitions so long as the railroad running north from Hong Kong into the interior 
remains open. Hong Kong, a EGritish city, is only a short distance south of Swatow, 
the southern end of the blockaded area. Munitions unloaded there can expeditiously 
run northward to the Chinese troops unless the Japanese cut ‘the railroad, a move- 
ment which has not yet been evidenced, 


Army Proving New Pneumonia Serum—-In an effort to prevent pneumonia epidemics 
in the Civilian Conservation Corps, the Surgeon General of the Army has been 
authorized by the War Department to proceed with the innoculation of all ©. C. C. 
men in the 9th Corps Area. 

In making this statement. Maj. Gen. C. R. Reynolds, Surgeon General of the 
Army, said, “Using an immunizing serum developed by Dr. Lloyd Felton, of Johns 
Hopkins Hospital, this innoculation has been used in C. C. C. camps of the Ist Corps 
Area as early as 1933, and results have been very encouraging. More than 31,000 
men were innoculated, and of this number, only 31 cases of pneumonia were reported 
and only one death resulted. This is interesting in light of the fact that in the case 
of 34,000 enrollees who were not innoculated, 70 cases of pneumonia occurred, with 
eight deaths resultant.” 

: The work is being carried on with materials manufactured at the Biological 
Laboratory of the Army Medical School in Washington, and is under the direct super- 
vision of Col. Joseph F. Siler, Director of the Laboratory. 

General Reynolds also called attention to the seriousness of epidemics in the 
‘military forces in light of the influenza epidemic of the World War and said that, 
“The army has been constantly studying this problem, particularly since the war.” 
He stressed the fact that the use of this vaccine is completely voluntary and 
that it will not he made compu'sory. 





The work is going on at a rapid pace, in order to prepare vaccine for use during 
the early Autumn months. 

He said that the work is now going on in the 9th Corps Area and that, “results 
have been so favorable as to justify the use of this vaccine throughout the entire 
©. C. C. service.” 


Hospitalization of Members of Transferred Reserves—Brig. Gen. Frank T. Hines 
in a letter to the Secretary of the Navy, has called attention to the fact that trans- 
ferred members of the reserves must pay a per diem rate when hospitalized in 
Veterans Administration facilities. 

“I have the honor,” General Hines wrote, “of addressing you on the subject 
which has been brought to my attention by several of the field stations of this 
Administration. 

“This subject concerns the release of information from the various Corps Head- 
quarters of the United States Marine Corps and the United States Navy Depart- 
ment, regarding entitlement of transferred Members of the Fleet Marine Corps 
Reserve and the Fleet Naval Reserve to hospitalization in Facilities of this Ad- 
ministration without the payment of the applicable per diem rate charged retired 
personnel of the Regular Establishments. 

“A specific instance is cited, where in Chester L. Fordney, United States Marine 
Corps Headquarters, Central Reserve Area, Chicago, Illinois, advised Earl F. 
Strickland, Marine Corps Reservist, 1901 Robinson Avenue, Portsmouth, Ohio, that 
he was entitled to hospitalization as a beneficiary of the Veterans Administration 
without charge, and suggested that he make application for a refund of the amount 
of $20.80 paid to the Veterans Administration Facility, Huntington, West Virginia, 
for hospitalization from April 14 to May 15, 1936. 

“Retired officers and enlisted men of the armed forces of the United States are 
required to pay a per diem rate, the equivalent of that charged when hospitalized 
in hospitals under the jurisdiction of the War Department or Navy Department, and 
it has been held consistently that transferred Members of the Fleet Naval Reserve 
and transferred Members of the Fleet Marine Corps Reserve, who are in receipt 
of retainer’s pay must pay the applicable per diem rate, unless authority for such 
hospitalization has been issued by you pursuant to the Act of January 19, 1929. 

“It will be deeply appreciated if you will bring this matter to the attention of 
the proper officials in your service, in order that misunderstandings and apparent 
conflicts in information released by different Government Agencies may be avoided.” 


Army’s Multi-Seater Fighter Makes First Flight At Buffalo—Much interest is being 
shown in the new multi-seater fighter, technically known as the XFM-1, which made 
its initial trial flight at the Municipal airport at Buffalo, Sept. 1. 1st Lt. Benjamin 
S. Kelsey, AC, flew the new high-powered, twin-engined, low wing plane for more 
than an hour, putting it through its paces, at first easily and gingerly, and finally try- 
ing out all 'the controls at various speeds. Upon landing he expressed satisfaction at 
its performance, ease of control, and general flight characteristics. 

The XFM-1 is designed with the idea that there is great need for a fighter capable 
of coping with the giant bombers of the so-called “Flying Fortress” type. It is ex- 
pected that this plane will have sufficient speed to overhaul these large, fast bombers 
and the gun power to cope with them successfully when engaged. 

The multi-seater fighter will soon go to Wright Field, Dayton, Ohio for final flight 
tests, after which it is expected that it will be sent to the GHQ Air Force, Langley 
Field, Va., where it will be flown in competition with other craft and a new set of 
tactics worked out for its employment. 

The plane contains some radical departures from conventional military design. 
To begin with, it is a pusher—its propellers are behind the wings. Engineers believe 
that this will give increased propeller efficiency. This arrangement permits the wing 
gunners, one on either wing, to have a free field of fire and observation to the front, 
uninterrupted by engine or propeller. 

It is believed that this plane will develop sufficient speed to overhaul any air 
targets. It has six guns, more powerful armament than ever before carried on a 
fighter. It also carries light bombs. It accommodates a crew of five, pilot, co-pilot- 
navigator, radio operator-gunner, and two outboard wing gunners. It is powered by 
two engines recently developed by a commercial corporation in conjunction with Air 
Corps engineers. All gasoline is carried in compartments in its wings. 

The new monoplane embodies all the latest design devices to increase its speed 
and air-worthiness, Its landing gear and tail wheel are electrically retractible. It 
carries flaps to reduce its landing speed. It provides heated compartments for all 
members of its crew, which will be needed at its fighting ceiling, over thirty thousand 
feet. 

It contains some new and radical departures which may have far-reaching 
significance for the civil air industry as well as the military. Among these are its 
power plant location and its pusher propellers, and the auxiliary power plant for 
retracting landing gear, for lights, radio and starters. The auxiliary plant drives nine 
electric motors, taking this load off the two engines which drive the propellers. This 
new fighter can continue to transmit radio messages after forced landing when its 
main power plants are dead. 

An innovation in this plane is the interchangeability of any or all members of the 
crew. The wing gunners can travel between their stations and the main fuselage 
while in flight; the co-pilot can change places with the pilot, the radio operator can 
man the guns; all stations have inter-communication. The advantageous location of 
the wing gunners in front of the engines permits them to see the pilot, making visual 
signals practicable between all members of the crew. Complete telephone inter- 
communication is also provided. 


Opposes Separate Air Organization—Representative Dow W. Harter of Ohio, Chair- 
man of the Sub-Committee on Aviation of the House Military Affairs Committee, 
writing in the September issue of National Aeronautics voices opposition to an unified 
air service. 

Mr. Harter brings up points against a separate organization composed of aircraft 
to rank equally with the War and Navy Departments. It is his contention that military 
aviation is a component of the whole, and that a far greater efficiency will be gained 
and maintained by leaving it as it now is in the War and Navy Departments. 

Mr. Harter says: “Those who have had any military experience, especially in the 
World War or since, even though aircraft have developed tremendously in range and 
performance, are nearly unanimously of the opinion that military aviation is not self- 
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sufficient, but that its greatest usefulness is in connection with an organization con- 
sisting of all branches of the Service. 

“Tt will be well remembered that during the World War without unity of command, 
the Allies had great difficulty in stopping Germany. The application of this principle 
is just as essential in the War Department as in an army in the field.” 

Mr. Harter then submits arguments to refute the oft-repeated statement that the 
General Staff is composed of officers not familiar with the problems of the Air Corps 
and who are not in sympathy with it. In these figures Mr. Harter shows where the 
United States is spending a proportionately greater amount of its military funds upon 
aviation than any of the leading nations. 

He goes on to say: “Let me repeat that unity of command is a tremendously im- 
portant factor in the winning of any war—As to the charge of duplication between 
the Army and Navy, the creation of a separate air force would in no way answer this 
charge. Such a third independent agency would of necessity require the duplication 
of all those services such as the quartermaster, finance, medical, ordnance, and others 
now performing services for the Army and Navy air elements. It would follow logically 
that this duplication would be greater over a period of years and unquestionably 
would add measurably to the cost of National Defense.” 

Mr. Harter closes with: “The public may rest assured that our air forces are 
receiving the fullest consideration and attention. Aviation’s military importance is 
not being overlooked. In this day of strife and bloodshed abroad, we plan for National 
Defense only.” 


Tungsten Supply Threatened—Advices from China that her exports of tungsten 
may be shut off for the duration of the war with Japan are again turning American 
scientific laboratories toward the finding of a substitute for that metallic element so 
important to industry and national defense. No formal announcement has been made 
by China but the Bureau of Mines in Washington has reported that the central 
Wolfram administration has made no sales for some time past and Hongkong 
exporters believe that China will refrain from selling tungsten until her relations 
with Japan have clarified. The move is aimed, it is believed, to cut off Japan’s supply. 

Tungsten is important particularly as filiments in incandescent lamps. Such 
lamps are, of course, very important to national defense operations. Tungsten is also 
employed as a ferro-alloy and is essential in the making of tool steels, The large 
portion of the tungsten used in the United States comes from China. Some, however, 
ean be obtained from India and smalier amounts from Bolivia and Burma. We have 
a small supply in Colorado, Nevada, and California.

The question of how the Navy is going

Coast Guard Headquarters has com-

There has been much Service interest 
in the fate of these Chinese, as many offi- 
cers who have served in the Orient are 
concerned as to the well being of their 
erstwhile servants. 

This brings to light again the peculi- 
arity of the United States Navy in the 
Far East of enlisting Chinese as mess 
attendants and stewards for duty in the 
Orient. Their enlistment provides that 
they may be discharged at any time if 
the American ships should suddenly be 
ordered home, as they are not brought to 
the United States. 

In Washington, many officers are of 
the opinion that these attendents may be 
impressed ashore into the service of the 
Chinese army. 

Generally the wardrooms of American 
Naval ships are becoming more and more 
Americanized. Where formerly Chinese, 
Japanese and Filipinos ministered to the 
wants of the officers, these are now in- 
creasingly being cared for by American 
Negros. 





General Cox to P. I. 

Special orders have been issued by the 
War Department approving the applica 
tion of Brig. Gen. Creed F. Cox for retire 
ment after forty years service. Informa 
tion as to these orders became public 
following a dispatch from Manila an 
nouncing that General Cox would come to 
the Philippines as “Presidential adviser.” 
The effective date of General Cox’s re 
tirement is Sept. 30. It was announced 
at the War Department that at the re 
quest of President Quezon he will sail for 
Manila on Oct. 1. General Cox has served 
for four years and three months as chief 
of the Insular Affairs Bureau of the War 
Department. He was born on June 12, 
1877, in Virginia, graduated from West 
Point and was assigned as a 2nd Lieuten- 
ant of Cavalry in 1901, and reached the 
grade of Brigadier General in 1933. He 
served in the Philippines, and by reason 
of his service with the Bureau of Insular 
Affairs, has a thorough knowledge of the 
problems of the Islands. General Mac 
Arthur’s official assignment is described 
as “Military Adviser of the Common 
wealth Government of the Philippine Is 
lands.” In that capacity he has done what 
Army officers generally describe as a 
magnificent job in laying the foundation 
of Philippine defense. This work is all the 
more important in view of the Japanese 
invasion of China, and for the present 
remote possibility that the hostilities 
will spread to the point of involving the 
United States.

Veto Provisional Officers’ Bill 


The bill designed to place provisional 
officers of the World War on the same 
status with Emergency officers in the 
securing of benefits and privileges has 
been vetoed by President Roosevelt. In 
view of a previous veto of a related mea- 
sure, the action was not unexpected. 

The veto message follows: 

“T have withheld approval of S. 1040, 
an Act placing provisional officers of the 
World War in the same status with emer- 
gency officers of the World War and ex- 
tending to them the same benefits and 
privileges as are now or may hereafter 
be provided by law, orders, and regula- 
tions for said emergency officers, and for 
other purposes, for the following reasons : 

“This bill reads as follows: 

“That all persons who served as provisional 
officers in the Army, Navy, or Marine Corps 
of the United States during the World War, 
or who were appointed to commissioned or 
warrant grades or ranks in the Navy from 
civil life, or who entered the Navy from civil 
life and who were promoted to commissioned 
or warrant grades or ranks subsequent to 
April 6, 1917, and were honorably separated 
from such service prior to December 31, 1921, 
are herby placed in the same status with all 
persons who served as emergency officers in 
the Army, Navy, or Marine Corps of the 
United States during the World War and ex- 
tended the same benefits and privileges as are 
now or may hereafter be provided by law, 
orders, and regulations for said emergency 
officers: Provided, That application under this 
Act for benefits and privileges must be made 
within one year after the passage of this 
Act: And provided further, That the provi- 
sions of this Act shall not be extended to 
those provisional officers retired under Regu. 
lar Army retirement law. 

“ ‘See. 2. That all Acts and parts of Acts 
in conflict with or inconsistent with the pro 
visions of this Act are hereby repealed.” 

“The principal result of this bill, if ap- 
proved, would be that it would, in effect, 
amend Section 202 (b) of the World War 
Adjusted Compensation Act, as amended, 
which reads as follows: 

“In computing the adjusted service credit 
no allowance shall be made to * * * * 

(b) Any individual holding a permanent 
or provisional commission or permanent or 
acting warrant in any branch of the military 
or naval forces, or (while holding such com- 
mission or warrant) serving under a tem- 
porary commission in a higher grade, in each 
case for the period of service under such com- 
mission or warrant or in such higher grade 
after the accrual of the right to pay there- 
under. This subdivision shall not apply to 
any noncommissioned officer; *** * * *”" 

“During the closing days of the 74th 
Congress, the Congress passed 8. 3257 to 
change the last sentence of said Section 
202 (b), quoted above, to read as follows: 

“*This subdivision shall not apply to any 
noncommissioned officer nor to any pro- 
visional, probationary, or temporary officer of 
the military or naval forces under the grade 
of major or lieutenant commander, who was 
honorably separated from the military or na- 
val service prior to January 1, 1922: Provided, 
That applications under this Act must be 
made within 1 year from the date of enact- 
ment.’ 











“TI withheld my approval of S. 3257 and 
on June 26, 1936 set forth my reasons 
therefore in a memorandum reading in 
part as follows: 

“ “The legislative history of the World War 
Adjusted Compensation Act, as amended, in- 
dicates that in the framing of the original 
measure in 1924, the Congress gave careful 
consideration to this particular subsection of 
the Act, provisional and temporary officers 
being considered precisely the same as regu- 
lar army or navy officers from the standpoint 
of enjoying the privileges and emoluments 
of the regular commissioned service and 
therefore not entitled to be beneficiaries of 
adjusted service credit. The view which the 
Congress apparently took in this connection 
was that persons who held commissions in 
the Regular Army, Navy or Marine Corps, 
as was the case with provisional and tem- 
porary officers, may be said to have adopted 
service in the regular establishment as their 
life work, that being an officer of the regular 
establishment, they would not return to a 
civil vocation of the conclusion of the war, 
and that therefore there was no reason for 
paying them adjusted compensation, the pur- 
pose of which was, in large part, to compen- 
sate civilians serving for the duration of the 
war for the loss they suffered during the 
period of military or naval service which in 
fact was an interruption to their ordinary 
vocation in private life. 

“‘Of the nine groups excluded under the 
present law, the provisional officer group 
would be the first to be brought in should 
this bill become law. Moreover, each adjusted 
service compensation proposal submitted to 
date for executive approval has been vetoed 
both by myself and by my predecessors in 
office. It would, therefore, not be consistent 
now to extend approval to this liberalizing 
amendment.’ 

“My objections to S. 3257, set forth 
above, have equal application to the sub- 
ject bill, S. 1040. Furthermore, this bill 
would not only provide for the same bene- 
fits to the same classes of persons as pro- 
posed by S. 3257, but would go much 
further and provide that persons coming 
within the provisions of the bill shall be 
placed in the same status with all per- 
sons who served as emergency officers in 
the military or naval forces during the 
World War and shall be extended the 
same benefits and privileges as are now 
or may hereafter be granted to said emer- 
gency officers. 

“This bill is so broadly worded that it 
is extremely difficult to foresee what its 
complete effect would be, the complica- 
tions that would arise in its administra- 
tion, and the new or alleged inequalities 
that it would establish. Provisional offi- 
cers of the World War have already had 
benefits and privileges under their con- 
tracts of service which were not accorded 
to emergency officers. Therefore, if pro- 
visional officers are granted the same 
benefits as emergency officers, as proposed 
by this bill, inequality in benefits as be- 
tween the two groups would still exist. 

“For the reasons stated above, and the 
fact that the War and Navy Departments 
and the Veterans’ Administration recom- 
mend that this bill be not approved, I do 
not feel justified in giving it my ap- 
proval.”

Vetoes AEF Funds Distribution 


President Roosevelt on Aug. 28 vetoed 
S. 1516, a bill which would have provided 
for the distribution to veterans organiza- 
tions of certain funds collected by mili- 
tary organizations during the World War, 
funds usually referred to as the “Stars 
and Stripes Fund.” 

The President’s message of disapproval 
follows: 

I have withheld my approval of S. 1516, an 
act to authorize certain payments to the 
American Gold Star Mothers of the World 
War and the American War Mothers, Inc., and 
the Disabled American Veterans of the World 


War, Inc. 
This bill would appropriate ont of the 
Treasury of the United States the sum of — 


$294,852.97 to be divided among the above- 
mentioned organizations for use in aiding and 
assisting destitute or unemployed veterans 
and their dependents. 

While the money to be appropriated repre- 
sents the unexpended balance of certain 
funds accumulated by military organizations 
during the World War, Congress has already 
provided that, because of the impossibility 
of returning this money to the sources from 
which it originated, it be covered into the 
general fund of the Treasury and has 
authorized an equivalent amount to be ap- 
propriated, in the event of war, for the recrea- 
tion, amusement, comfort, contentment, and 
health of the enlisted personnel of the Mili- 
tary Establishment. 

The reports of the committees of Congress 
which considered this bill, stressed the fact 
that a portion of the money formerly in this 
fund was authorized to be appropriated to 
the American Legion to be used in connection 
with the liquidation of indebtedness against 
Pershing Hall Memorial in Paris, thereby im- 
plying that other national organizations en- 
gaged in aiding and assisting veterans and 
their dependents are likewise entitled to share 
in this fund. The premise on which this argu 
ment is based seems to me an incorrect one. 
The appropriation which was made to the 
Secretary of the Treasury to liquidate the in- 
debtedness connected with Pershing Hall was 
conditioned on the vesting of the legal title 
to the property in the Government of the 
United States for the use and benefit of all 
American veterans of the World War. In no 
sense could this former appropriation be con- 
sidered as being for the benefit of any one 
organization of veterans. The purpose of that 
appropriation was entirely different from the 
one authorized by the pending bill. 

I find myself unable to agree with the 
present proposal to provide, out of the general 
fund of the Treasury, for the donation to pri 
vate agencies of funds to which they have no 
claim and to the expenditure of which the 
usual governmental safeguards would not 


apply.

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Merchant Marine 

The government will insist upon strict 
adherance to the safety standards estab- 
lished in the report of the Senate Safety- 
at-Sea Committee, which investigated 
the Mohawk and Morro Castle disasters. 
That is the decision of the United States 
Maritime Commission and will be one 
of the fundamental considerations in the 
construction and operation of the ships 
authorized to be built under subsidies by 
the Commission. 

In making these requirements known, 
Chairman Joseph P. Kennedy of the 


Maritime Commission hes issued @ set 


of forms and regulations covering ‘appli- 
cations for financial assistance. 

Some of the requirements of the Com- 
mission involving safety and stability 
features, and also national defense fea- 
tures which must be built into the ships 
in complying to the law, are: 

The vessel must qualify for the cer- 
tificates issued by the American Bureau 
of Shipping, evidencing highest ratings 
or classifications in all particulars. 

The ship must have provisions for fuel 
and reserve feed water sufficient to in- 
sure a cruising radius of action of not 
less than 6,000 miles at load draft and 
at sustained sea speed, unless it can be 
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shown that such a requirement will con- 
stitute a definite handicap. 

The ship must be so built as to make 
it suitable for the installation of mis- 
cellaneous protective devices and dur- 
ing construction the necessary stiffening 
of the deck must be provided so as to 
make it suitable for the mounting of 
such guns as may be specified by the 
Navy Department, 

Specifications and plans must repre- 
sent a vessel which in all details would 
conform with all provisions of the laws 
and requirements of the Bureau of Ma- 
rine Inspection and Navigation, the 
Commerce Department, Navy Depart- 
ment and United States Public Health 
service, in addition to being in con- 
formance with the laws of all foreign 
countries at whose ports it would touch 
in the course of its regular service. 

In this same report, the personnel 
problem was discussed at length, and as 
a result, Senator Royal S. Copeland, of 
New York, has introduced legislation 
providing for the training of merchant 
seamen by the United States Coast 
Guard Service. 

With regard to the question of the 
quarters and rations of the crews of 
these vessels, and taking into considera- 
tion the present difficulties throughout 
the merchant marine involving the pay 
und other problems of personnel, the 
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Commission is making a thorough-going 
investigation, and expects to shortly 
adopt a standard in this end of the ship 
operation problem, 

Under the Merchant Marine Act, the 
Maritime Commission may subsidize the 
construction of vessels for operating in 
foreign trade by paying the difference 
between domestic and foreign costs of 
construction, providing the amount of 
the subsidy does not exceed 33-1/3 per 
cent or in some cases, 50 per cent of the 
domestic cost of the ship. 

In building a ship under this subsidy 
plan, the commission handles the whole 
transaction and pays the shipbuilder di- 
rect for the vessel. The ship owner is 
required to make a payment of 29 per 
cent of the domestic cost of the vessel to 
the commission while the vessel is being 
constructed and, upon its completion, to 
repay the balance of the purchase price 
in regular installments spread over a pe- 
riod of 20 years with interest at 344 per 
cent. 

Construction of ships for the domestic 
trade, coastwise and intercoastal, may be 
financed by the commission on the same 
terms although they are not eligible for 
a construction subsidy.

The condition statement of weekly 
reporting member banks in 101 leading
